"Has the Irish American support helped 
the LiU-ralsl" 

"I osoi't Hee that it has altogether. The 
nature of it was v<iry much miaundi-rstood. 
The Snglish peojile have it drummed Into 
their heads by the president tliat'the ayin- 
pathiea expn^ssed wore only for tho pur|>ose 
of serving tra<le and politics on this Hide of 
the water. It is bard to get tliat idea out of 
their heads now and they will try not to 
accept any other idea. This last committee, 
though, that visited Mr. Gladstone will help 
to o()en their eyes. It hu been producing 
much t^ood. We three traveled on through 
Ceylon, Australia, New Zealand and thence 
to Ban Francisco. We arrivsd tliere on June 
n, and remained several days. Here we 
were re^-eived most kindly and were visit^^il 
by many .Scotch and Irish clubs who 
brought greetings.

Very few of them thiiiU Ireland would l)e- 
oome disloyal if Home Rule was granted. 
Home Rule doesn't mean aeparatiou. Of 
courae we stayed in Olticago a abort time 
and spent several daya al Mw tallB, bst Bail
